So FAB this year, two days' less mining 


has been done in the anthracite region 
of Pennsylvania, than up to this data last 
year. Stocks of anthracite at tidewater 
points decreased last month 105,000 tone. 
The bituminous coal fields along the 
Allegheny Mountains are turning out 
50,000 tons of coal per day for eastern 
markets. AU of the block coal fields of 
Ohio and Indiana, with a few exceptions, 
are working full time. The demand for 
coke has increased at such a rapid rate, 
that now coke ovens are being hurried to 
completion as fast aa possible. At no 
previous time have there been so many 
ovens under construction as at the pres- 
ent day. 


IT is claimed in Washington that the 


amendment offered by Mr. Fanlkner, of 
West Virginia, to Mr. Wilson's "original 
package" measure, introduced a few days 
ago, will make liquor in cnsea subject to 
local laws, without interfering with the 
Supreme Court decision. This amend- 
ment is as follows: "Striking out all after 
the pleading clause and inserting that 
when fermented liquors are transported 
or conveyed by a common carrier as an 
article of commerce from a State or Ter- 
ritory, into another State or Territory, 
such fermented, distilled or intoxicating 
liquors so transported or conveyed shall 
be conEidered as incorporated as a part 
of the common mass or property within 
such State or Territory, and subject to 
its regulations and control or luxation in 
the exercise of its police powers on deliv- 
ery of original package by the common 
carrier to the owner or consignee." 


THE people of the United States buy 


annually of other nations property to the 
value of $770,000,000 a year; that is, the 
imports for 1889 amounted to that sum. 
Of this amount, $509,000,000 paid duty 
and 8261,000,000 paid no duty. Of course 
the importers want to have our imports 
increased, as everybody else wants to in- 
crease his business and his profits. If 
the duties should be decreased or entirely 
removed as regards the present dutiable 
articles, the importations would reach 
81,000,000,000 or 81,300,000,000 in valna. 
For all that the people ot the United 
States import they send money or prop- 
erty that is worth cash to those who 
manufactured the articles. The more of 
these articles we can manufacture at 
home the more money we will keep at 
home, and we will get cash instead of 
merchandise for what the foreigners are 
compelled to buy of onr products. The 
reason why importing merchants are 
Democrats anil free-traders is apparent. 


A WASHINGTON special gives tbe follow 


ing summary of the work of the commit- 
tee of which Capt. Kowell is chairman: 
'The house committee on elections will 
this week dispose of the remaining con. 
tested election cases and submit the sev- 
eral reports to the house for action. All 
of the cases have now been heard, aud 
only four have not yet been reported. 
These are Hill vs. Catchings, and Kerna- 
ghan vs. Hooker,from Mississippi; Good- 
rich VB. Bullock, from Florida, and Eaton 
•ra. Pbolou, irom Tennessee. 
Tho firet 


three will probably be decided at the 
meeting of the committee next Tuesday, 
and the Tennessee case will be consid- 
ered the latter part of the week. Of the 
seventeen contests before this congress, 
thirteen have been decided; ten Republi- 
cans have been awarded seats which 
were occupied by Democrats, and three 
Democratic contestees were retained. 
Of the four cases remaining to be settled, 
nt least, one of the Mississippi cases, 
probably the Florida case, and perhaps 
the Tennessee case, will result in favor of 
the Republican contestants. The com- 
mittee has jnst reported in favor of a 
Republican contestant from Alabama, as 
well ae one from South Carolina, and 
with a Republican member from Missis- 
sippi, and one from Florida to be duly 
seated in the house, it is evident that the 
committee on elections has not labored 
in vain in its investigation of southern 
Democratic methods."

Ezplotion olDr. Justin's Dynamite Qun 


Durlne an E^perimont 


PERBYVILI s, N. Y., May 28.—A large 


number of people from all over Central 
New York came here by the special and 
regular mid-day trains yesterday to wit- 
ness the public experiment of the Dr. 
Justin dynamite (jun. The 
weather 


was fine all the morning, but at noon 
clouds began to lower with a prospect 
of rain later. Much Interest was shown, 
and everything pointed to another suc- 
cessful experiment 
The cannon was 


fired at three o'clock and exploded Into 
a thousand pieces. No one was hurt, 
but there were many narrow escapes. 
Huge masses of iron were thrown hun- 
dreds ol feet. 
A piece of the cannon, 


measuring about four feet through, 
came flying through the air and landed 
within three feet of tlio Syracuse Her- 
ald correspondent who was watching 
the proceedings from behind a tree. 
Another largo piece went in the oppo- 
hlte direction, tearing a Urge chunk 
from the counter of a temporarary re- 
freshment stand about five hundred feet 
away. The keeper of the stand was In- 
side, and missile grazed his head and 
scattered tho contents of the stand. 
It 


is said that the dynamite did not ex- 
plode the gun, but the charge of pow- 
der.

Justin Is, however, confident that tho 
catastrophe was duo largely, if not en- 
tirnly, to Imperfect metal In the con- 
struction of tho shell which allowed tho 
outer steel shell to break and let the 
dynamite explode. IIU backers, Messrs. 
Patten and DcWltt, of lonasto, say they 
will procure another gun and go on 
with tho experiments of throwing a 
magazine of dynamite by force of gun- 
powder. 
Tho 
explosion 
yesterday 


caused the greatest excitement among 
the many spectators, and it is consid- 
ered almost a miracle that no one was 
killed.

of Mrs. Craft, at Tallahassee, smash-

windows and 
doors 
with 


cluha, 
brick-bats and bullets. 
The 


article then 
recited 
that Captain 


Burroughs after the assault proceeded 
to the Capitol and reported the affair to 
Oovornor Fleming, who commended the 
act and promised to reward him for it 
by a political appointment. 
Mrs. Craft 


is tho boarding mistress of 
United 


Stutea Marshal Weeks, of this district, 
and the attack on her premises has 
been chronicled In the newspapers re- 
cently. 
Burroughs and Denham are 


highly respected citizens of Tallahaseo 
and the charge of the Republican was 
universally denounced as false. Bur- 
roughs came to this city yesterday and, 
taking two friends wHh him to the 
editor's office, demanded of Harrison 
that he divulge the name of the writer 
of tho scurrilous article. Harrison re- 
fused and Burroughs attacked him with 
fists and a small cane, cutting him bad- 
ly about tho head, shoulders and arms. 
Ho will probably be confined to bed for 
three weeks or more. 
No bones are 


broken. 
The blow on Ex-Governor 


Rood's head was purely accidental, as 
he got between the contestants In try- 
ing to leave the room. 
Burroughs was 


arrested and gave bail in the city court 
for assault Warrants have been issued 
by the county court for assault with in- 
tent to kill, but they havo not been 
served as yet.

WILL BEQIN IN JULY. 


Outline of the 'P. H. Hunt Sewer 


Contracts—Other City 


Business. 


All of the aldermen were present at the 


idjourned meeting of the city council 
leld last night except Scanlan 
and 


loran. It was a session devoted chiefly to 
careful consideration of the contract* 


with P. H. Hunt for the building of the 
sewers, which are to cost something like 
125,000, to be commenced in July and 
11 finished by Oct. 1,1891. City Attor- 
ey McDonald was in his place to took 
fter municipal interests and Attorney 
X A. Ewing was present in the interest 
f Mr. Hunt. 


THE CONTRACT. 


It took City Clerk Betzer 30 minutes to 


ead the 23 type-written paragraphs of 
he contract. It was a sample contract 
nbmitted for the acceptance of the coun- 
il to cover the Broadway, Jasper, Union 
nd Wikoff sewers, and for each improve- 
ment there will be a separate contract 
ixecnted in due form, with two sufficient 
londsmen. With a few slight changes in 
he original draft the contract 
wiis 


adopted. It provides that the-Broadway 
ewer improvement shall begin on or be- 
ore July 1,1890, and shall be completed 
>y Oct. 1,1891, unless for good and rea- 
sonable cause the time for completion 
[hall be extended by the council. There 
s no time fixed for the beginning of work 
on the other sewers, but it is stipulated 
hat all shall be completed by Oct. 1, IH'Jl. 
Cue contractor shall fence in his work 
not more than Ii'20 feet in advance of the 
mprovetnent as it progresses, shall put 
up suitable and safe bearers and lights 
o avoid accidents and the contractor 
shall leave all private property and streets 
n as good condition as found when work 
jegins, the contractor to remove all dirt 
not wanted by property owners or the 
jity. All of the material used in the 
sewers shall be carefully inspected as the 
work progresses by inspectors, and at the 
end of each month the work as it is com- 
peted shall be inspected and reported to 
he council for approval and if approved 
then the council shall issue certificates of 
acknowledgment that the work is accept- 
ed. Specific provision is made as to the 
manner of payments. 
80 per cent of 


,he 25 per cent expense to be borne by 
;he city is to be paid the contractor as 
lollows: One-fourth cash upon the accept, 
ance of the work with three time war- 
rants for one, two and three years. In 
regard to the private costs 80 per cent is 
,o be paid upon the acceptance of por- 
,ions of the work in special assessment 
vouchers. The 20 per cent retained in 
each case is an additional security to the 
jond given. Tlie payments on the part 
of the city will be one-fourth cash, the 
jalance in time warrants, due in one,two 
and three years, drawing eix per cent per 
annum, The payment by private parties 
shall bs on time warrants to the amount 
of 80 per cent of the total cost to each 
person, the warrants to run five years m 
five annual installments, the warrants to 
tlrawsixper cent interest per aunutn. 
The warrants may be paid in full at any 
lime, interest to stop of course when the 
same are taken np. The city reserves 
the right to make necessary changes or 
alterations in the work and provision is 
made decreasing the expense, or paying 
the contractor for extra work.

Dempsey & Giblin's bid was 81.23; Wag- 
goner & Gogerty, $1.22. 


On motion of Aid May a warrant was 


ordered drawn in favor of Macon county 
for 8100 for the rent of the fair grounds 
for one year. 


It was ordered by resolution by May 


that three carloads of six-inch water 
pipe be purchased. 


The resolution of May and Simpson 


for a wooden culvert between Haworth 
and Oakland Avenues over West Deca- 
tur street,'.was referred to the streets and 
alleys committee with power to act. 


By resolution of Aid, Simpson it was 


voted that the old wood curb on Eldo- 
rado street from Water to Broadway be 
taken out and gutters cleaned. 


Aid. Delaney and Harwood offered a 


resolution for a string of new sidewalks 
in the first ward, The resolution was 
referred to the ordinance committee, and 
at the suggestion of the Mayor, all of 
the aldermen will present a list of new 
walks required so that all may be incor- 
porated in the new sidewalk ordinance. 


The resolution of Aid. Grauam and 


Perl, that Lawrence street in the Fourth 
Ward be brought to grade, was referred 
to the streets and alleys committee to be 
reported on at the next meeting. 


Aid. Graham offered the following: 
Resolved, That the present site of the 


water works be declared the permanent 
site. 


The resolution brought out some plain 


talk on the part of Mr. Graham, who 
saiJ he had heard rumors to the effect 
that the water works should be moved 
to some point in the vicinity of the I., D. 
& W. bridge. 
He felt that the question 


should be settled at once, as without a 
settlement of the matter, money could 
not be expanded on contemplated im- 
provements. Mr. Graham is chairman of 
the water works committee and has a 
scheme for giving Decatur clear water, 
which scheme will be developed in due 
time. The resolution was adopted, and 
as the vote was announced Mayor Kanan 
remarked that the water works will have 
to be moved just the same. 


The clerk stated that certain parties 


had without a permit tapped a private 
sewer without paying the 315 tax, and 
other parties were demanding permits 
without paying the fee. 
The clerk 


wanted to be instructed what to do.

He Called o" Prwldent Uncota «fid Had 


an Intfr«>tlm EiperlmuB. 


Dennis H«nks, cousin and early com- 


panion of Abraham Lincoln, utill lives, 
at the age of 91, near Charleston, Dla., 
and at intervals talks with much anima- 
tion of Lincoln's early life. Though ten 
years older, he has long outlived the 
inartyr president. He gives this ac- 
count of his only visit to Washington: 


"When I went down to Washington to 


see him it was about a neighbor that had 
got into trouble. The folks here sent me 
to apeak to Abe about him. It wasdurin' 
tlie war, and thar was a lot o'soldiers 
arounJ the White House aticfeln1 their 
guiw in everybody's face. 
I went to a 


door—thar'u only one, though 1 looked 
'round fur a hack door, thinkin' to sneak 
In 
A porter stopped me, ami asked as 


imart: 'Who do you want to Kef 


•' 'I want to see Abe Lincoln,' I nays. 
" 'You can't see him this time o' day,' 


lie sa) a as smart. 


" 'You bet I kin,' I answered him. 


'He's not goin' back on Dennis Hanks, 
his cousin, and the boy he'b ra^Jedwith, 
If he is the president. I haiu't come here 
from Illinois to lie told I can't nee Abe 
Lincoln.' 


"He grinned and allowed me the office. 


Tlieie wub a lot of fellers waitin', but I 
waded through 'em and opened the door, 
and thar sot Abe, as tail's his own shad- 
dor, «ritin' at a old desk he tuk from 
Illinois. 


"'Hey!' I hollered. 'You're a purty 


president, ain't you? Git up hyur and 
ehaki> hands. I ain't after no office yit, 
Abe.' 
" 'Well, Dennis, ia that you? I'm glad 


)im don't want an office. 
Most of them 


do. 
You'% e got a big heart, but no head 


for an office.' Then ho run and jist getli- 
ered mo in to him like they did in the 
Bible, and BO I wept ft little so I had to 
take my bandanner out. He looked 
kinder tired. When I told him what I 
\\ anted he said: 


" 'I'm busy today, but I'll get Stanton 


t j fix that up. You go down and Mary 
will give you something to eat and a 
shakedown.' 


••I knowed it was too fine for me 


where Mary was. She was a good wo- 


man, 
but was too highfalutin' for me; so 


I jist went to a tavern and put up. Next 
mornin' Abe had a lot of papers for my 
case and told mo to take 'em to Stanton. 


" 'Abe,' sajs I, 'blamed if I know 


where the plagueoned place is.' So he 
calkd a feller and sent the papers, and 
pretty noon Mr. Stanton come lookin' 
like a jaybird in a spike tailed coat, and 
snarled about them papers, but Abo got 
him to bine 'em. He acted so ugly that 
w hen ho went out I said: 


" 'Abe, if Fu aa big aa you I would take 


that little feller over my knee and spank 
him.' 
Abe, ho laughed and said he 


(rue-sued Stanton was n. bigger man than 
ho was in some respects. I came home 
then anil the next spring Abe was shot. 


"I hoard of it this a way. I was sit- 


ting in in) shop peggio' away at a shoe 
v. hen a man came in and said: 'Dennis, 
Honest Abe is dead'.' 


" 'Dead, dead. Old Abo dead,' I kep 


saj in to myself. 
'My God, it ain't sol' 


I w ent out to see Sairy where she lived 
all nlonu after Tom 
died, and 
said, 


'Grandmother, Abe's dead.' 
'Yea, I 


know,' says she. 'I've ben a waitm' fur 
it. I knowed the} 'd kill him,' and she 
ne^ er asked any questions. 
A body'd a 


thought the earth stopped whlrlln' fur a 
few d.ij s, the way evi-rylxidy went on. 
It was like, even here in Charleston, like 
,i black cloud that covered thesun." The 
^lnii old even becumt) blurred by tho sad 
mi inorj .—Exchange. 


Book ThMfatoc of Selene*. 


I once visited a large high school, one 


of the best in the country, wtth-a'edance 
teacher whose studies have won hlin the 
respect of his fellow workers. Bat for 
some reason, on that day at leeet.-he failed 
to bring his own knowledge into toe class 
room. I heard him quizzing a clus of 
boys and girls on animals—not on the 
animals of the woods and fields, not en 
the animals before them, for there were 
none, but on the edentates of South Amer- 
ica. 
An especial point was to find out 


whether it is the nine banded armadillo 
(novemcinctus) or the three banded ar- 
madillo (tricinctus) which does not dig a 
hole in the ground for its nest. The book, 
written by a man who did not know an 
armadillo from a mud turtle, gives this 
piece of information. It was tn the les- 
son, and the students must get it. And 
on this and like subjects these boys and 
girls were wasting their precious time— 
precious because. If they do not learn to 
observe in their youth, they will never 
learn, and the horizon of their lives will 
be always narrower and darker than it 
should have been. 


Already the work of that day is a blank. 


They have forgotten the nine banded 
armadillo .and the three banded, and so 
has their teacher, and so have I. All that 
remains witli them is a mild hatred of 
the armadillo and of the edentates in 
general, and a feeling of relief at being 
no longer under their baleful influence. 
But with this usually goes the determina- 
tion never to study zoology again. And 
when these students later come to the 
college, they know no more of science 
and its methods than they did when at 
the age of 1 year they first cried for the 
moon.—David Starr Jordan in Popular 
Science Monthly.
